Mr. ‘Tobin Fought 
For Fairer Wheat 
Grading Measures 


(From Hansard of June 18, 1926) 


8. G. Tobin, the member for We- 
taskiwin, continued t@ advocate a bet- 
ter method of grading wheat, as well 
as additional drying facilities so that 
the flow of grain westward will not 
be held back to the disadvantage of 
the grower. The report is given be- 
low: p , 

I know the minister is anxious to 
get his estimates through and I shall 
oceapy short time in what I have to 
sty. Firet of all let me state that I 
concur in the speech which has just 
been made by the hon. member for 
Qu’Appelle. I was not in my eeat 
when he began to speak, but I pre- 
sume his remarks were to the effect 
that he wishes the laboratory‘at Win- 
nipeg to be enlarged in order to carry 
on to a much greater extent the test- 
ing of grain. It may not be a con- 
venient opportunity to occupy the 
time of the house, but I am impres- 
sed by the fact that the people of 
western Canada, possibly the people 
in Canada as a whole are int-rested in 
the production of good grain, espec- 
fally wheat. That is why the quest- 
ion at issue should continue to be ag- 
itated until some action is taken to 
improve our system of grading wheat. 
We have often heard the statement, 
“Pigs is pigs” and many people when 
they think of wheat entertain the idea 
that “Wheat is wheat’”—that whether 
you have a 60 pound sample or a 48 
pound sample of wheat the quality is 
very much the same. and that it is 
merely a matter of pounds. But that 
does not necessarily follow. Even in 
the case of one field of whtat part 
summer fallow and part spring plow- 
ing, both may grade the same, but 
there may be a great difference in 
Guality since part of it may have a 
greater protein content and so_ be 
worth more money. Just as in the 
case of every other business, the far- 
mer who is engaged in growing wheat 
should be encouraged to produce bet- 
ter wheat and to compete with others 
in doing so. If he is not given the 
necessary encouragement it all comes 
back to a question of looking at wheat 
simply as wheat, without regard to 
the difference in value. Sometimes 
wheat is discclored and yet it is poss- 
ib!e that notwithstanding that discol- 
oration its quality has not been in- 
jured in the least. I had not expect- 
ed that a discussion on this question 
would have arisen today, otherwise I 
would have equipped myself with cer- 
tam data which I do not happen to 
have with me owing to the question 
having risen s0 unexpectedly. I point 
out, however, that baking tests have 
bcen made by the government of dif- 
ferent varieties of wheat, some of 
them discolored to different degn-es. 
In the case of discolored varieties _ it 
was found that when ground into flour 
it had not lost in any its breadmakine 
or protein value. I believe in the re- 
sults of these tests because they were 
carried out in a scientific way. The 
troub!e with the present system of 
grading is that in many cases it is un- 
scientific. A man will come along, 
pick up a handful of wheat, and say 
that the grade is so-and-so. We all 
know that there is a difference in the 
value even in the same grade of wheat 
when graded under our prestnt  sys- 


tem. When the grading of wheat is | 


carried out in a scientific manner thi 
best grades realize a premium varying 
in amount. I believe we should do 
our utmost to encourage the wheat 
grower to earn a premium by produc- 
ing the best varieties. There shoul 
be joint action by businenssmen, mill- 
ers, and agriculturists to continue 
the agitation for a better method of 


grading until success finally rcwards | 


their efforts. The objection is often 
heard that you cannot have a scientific 
system of grading, owing to the vol- 
ume of Wheat grown. This is only an 
argument bo set aside the case. We 
do not know whether any plan is reas- 
cnable or not until we have tried it. I 
hope the hon. member for Qu’Appelle 
who has studied wheat all his lifetime, 


will continue his efforts until he suc- | 


ceeds in having a better system of 
grading adopted. He will always 
have my support.
